When a ball was missed, it Is 
likely that the girls changed about— 
the under ones getting on the hacks 
of the others and trying their skill 
at catching the balls. 
Bull fights helped to arouse many 
Egyptians. Animals were trained to 
fighting and each was given a name.

“Favorite” 
and

Striker.” 
They are shown locking horns in 
what seems to be a 
fierce battle. 
Their masters hold short sticks in 
their hands. The man to the left is 
poking the bull to urge it forward.

PARIS, Jan. 6.—The French bud 
get for 1923. now undergoing 
dis­ 
cussion in the Chamber of Deputies, 
shows that it costs a great deal of 
money not only to make war, 
but 
also to wind up a war. 
Of tire total appropriations of 23 
billion francs asked for by the gov­ 
erned, eight hundred million are to 
defray expenses due 
to hostilities. 
This amount includes no 
pensions 
or outlay for 
reconstruction. 
The 
biggest item is 360 million francs for 
the maintenance of French troops in 
the Near East. 
It costs France 56 
million francs a year to share in the 
occupation 
of Constantinople, 
and 
the troops located in the Barre dis­ 
trict cost 24 million a year. 
Little odds and ends of expense, 
such as decorations of persons and 
towns for valor during the war; the 
expenses of missions sent 
abroad, 
etc., reach the respectable figure of 
146 million francs.

at Hartford, Ark., mines. 
The Rock 
Island s consumption, averaging 650,- 
000 tons a year, is almost a third of

and Arkansas mines last year and j 
about one-sixth of the normal produc­ 
tion.

to oil was described by Mr. Stewart 
as the most severe blow the coal in- j 
dustry has ever received in Okla- j 
home and Arkansas.

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SPEEDING UP ON 
ROAD PROGRAM 
IS IMPERATIVE 


Rate of Progress On Con­ 
struction Gained Dur­ 
ing Past Year. 


By Associated Press. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 6.—The 
biennial report of the state highway 
commission has just come from the 
printer. It is an interesting compila­ 
tion composed of 236 pages, each of 
which contains a mass of informa­ 
tion on the progress heretofore made 
in the construction of highways 
in 
Missouri. 
An excerpt from the report shows 
that by October I, 1922 
there 
had 
been spent through the highway de­ 
partment the sum of $12,734,133.00 
on 1,056 miles of highways of which 
542 miles are of graded 
earth 
and 
514 miles of hard surfaced roads. I 
Contracts now under way for federal 
aid and state projects wiii bring this j 
money total to approximately $19,- 
531,000, and will Increase the mile­ 
age to 1785 miles. Contracts recent­ 
ly let on bond issue projects will add 
HO miles and $1,720,000 to the fore­ 
going amounts. 
Of this money $7,- 
240,000 will be furnished by the fed­ 
eral government and 814,011*000 by 
the taxpayers and motorists of Mis­ 
souri. 
Continuing the report says “This 
514 miles of hard surfaced roads is 
about 6% per cent of the designated 
state road system. 
This result has 
been accomplished in about 5*4 years 
representing an average of 93 miles 
per year. At this rate it would re­ 
quire about 76 years to complete the, 
system of 7,630 miles. 
It is evident j 
that if the present 
inhabitants 
of 
this state are to derive full benefit 
from this investment before they die 
it will be necessary to increase ma­ 
terially our rate of progress. 
How­ 
ever, some encouragement is to be 
had from the fact that the rate 
of 
progress attained for 1922 has reach­ 
ed about 168 miles per annum for 
bard surfaced roads. 
Even at 
this 
rate it would require 42 years to com 
plete the system. 
This estimate 
should be reduced 
somewhat 
be­ 
cause of the fact that we have r e a d y 
for surfacing an additional amount 
of 542 miles of graded earth which 
represents about 7% per cent of the 
unfinished portion of the system. 
“Neverthless, it is 
very 
evident 
that our present rate of 
progress 
should be very materially increased 
ir. order that the present generation 
may get some return for the money 
advanced. 
“To achieve this condition, means 
extending our organization aud 
in­ 
creasing its efficiency until we have 
attained a rate of 
progress 
better 
than 500 miles of completed hard 
surfaced roadway per annum. 
This 
in turn calls for more equipment and 
larger office space, so that the effi­ 
ciency of the department will not be 
reduced. 
“To these who are seeking quick 
results let it be pointed out that 
a 
hard surfaced road does not spring 
into existence over night, and a sy- * 
stem of connected state roads can- j 
not be the offspring of a few days’ 
enthusiasm if the work is to be done 
wisely and economically. There must 
be a continued application of effort 
over an extended time interval before 
results become apparent to those di­ 
rectly connected with the work.” 
Economy in Construction 
The state highway department at j 
Jefferson City is making a record for J 
economy in 
the 
construction 
of 
roads. In a statement 
issued 
by j 
Chief Engineer 
Piepmeier 
he 
de­ 
clares the expense of maintaining 
the highway department for the 
15 
months prior to January I, 1922 av­ 
eraged $28,200.00 per month. Since 
January 1922 the average 
for 
the 
month has been $27,944. The output 
of the department in building high-; 
ways for the 15 months ending Janu-! 
ary I, 1922 was 44.7 miles while the 
average for the 
period 
beginning J 
January I, 1922 has been 74.2 miles 
per month. 
This makes an Increas­ 
ed output of 66 per cent of road con­ 
struction aud a reduction of monthly 
cost of 1.20 per cent.
